TSA Hints at Less-Invasive Policy 


In a reversal of stance, 
chief says agency will 
adjust security efforts 

Washington 

The head of the agency responsible 
for airport security, facing protests 
from travelers and pressure from 
the White House, appeared to give 
ground Sunday on his position that 
there would be no change in policies 
regarding invasive passenger screen- 
ing procedures. 

Transportation Security Admin- 
istration head John Pistole said in a 
statement that the agency would work 
to make screening methods “as min- 
imally invasive as possible,” although 
he gave no indication that screening 
changes were imminent. 

The statement came just hours 
after Pistole, in a TV interview, said 
that while the full-body scans and 
pat-downs could be intrusive and 
uncomfortable, the high threat level 
required their use. “No, we’re not 
changing the policies,” he told CNN’s 
“State of the Union.” 

In that earlier TV appearance, Pis- 
tole appeared to shrug off statements 
by President Obama and Secretary of 
State Hillary Rodham Clinton that the 
agency would look for ways to alter 
screening techniques that some say 
are invasions of privacy.

Medical Pot Burgeoning in Calif. 


More communities 
offer opportunities 
for hopeful growers 

Berkeley, Calif. 

As numerous cities get set to levy 
voter-approved taxes on medical 
marijuana retailers, some munic- 
ipalities in Northern California 
are already moving aggressive- 
ly toward creating government- 
sanctioned marijuana farms to 
help supply them. 

Cities hope to rake in even more 
tax revenue from medical marijua- 
na cultivation, which has remained 
in the shadows despite being legal- 
ized by the state in 1996. 

On Monday, Oakland will begin 
the application process for four per- 
mits to run industrial-scale mar- 
ijuana farms within city limits. 
About 300 individuals and groups 
have expressed interest in obtain-

In Berkeley, a successful bal- 
lot measure to allow medical pot 
cultivation in industrial zones has 
would-be growers scrambling for 
real estate, and the town of Sebas- 
topol passed an ordinance Tuesday 
allowing for the creation of two 
large gardens for medical mari- 
juana dispensaries, and two more 
“collective” gardens where patients 
could grow their own. 


All this is taking place even 
though the state’s medical marijua- 
na laws require any businesses in 
the trade to operate as nonprofits — 
and even though the amount of pot 
the cities are authorizing growers 
to cultivate could net a typical drug 
trafficker decades in prison. 

California voters earlier this 
month rejected a proposition that 
would have legalized marijuana for 
recreational use, but the already 
thriving medical marijuana indus- 
try shows few signs of decline. 

The state’s loose standards for 
medical marijuana use allow Cali- 
fornians to easily obtain a doctor’s 
recommendation for the drug. Yet 
the law gives little guidance on 
legal cultivation, which has forced 
growers underground. 

Oakland officials hoped to bring 
pot growing into the light and cur- 
tail the environmental damage, fire 
danger and crime associated with 
covert grow houses, (ap)

Los Angeles 

Drinking glasses depicting such 
comic book and movie characters 
as Superman and the Tin Man from 
“The Wizard of Oz” exceed federal 
limits for lead in children’s products 
by up to 1,000 times, according to 
laboratory testing commissioned 
by The Associated Press. 

The same glasses also contained 
relatively high levels of the even- 
more-dangerous cadmium, though 
there are no federal limits on that 
toxic metal in design surfaces. 

In separate testing, other glass- 
es shed small but notable amounts 
of lead or cadmium from their deco- 
rations. Among the brands on those 
glasses: Coca-Cola, Walt Disney, 
Burger King and McDonald’s. 

The testing was part of an AP 
investigation and conducted in 
response to a McDonald’s recall this 
year of 12 million glasses because 
cadmium escaped from designs 
depicting “Shrek” characters. 

AP’s testing found that the 
enamel used to color the Tin Man 
had the highest lead levels, at 1,006 
times the federal limit for children’s 
products. Every “Oz” and superhe- 
ro glass tested exceeded the gov- 
ernment limits. 

Federal regulators will decide 
whether the superhero and “Oz” 
glasses are children’s products and 
thus subject to strict lead limits.

If regulators conclude the glass- 
es are outside that definition, the 
lead levels would be legal. 

Lead has long been known to 
reduce IQ in kids; recent research 
suggests cadmium also can dam- 
age young brains. 

A lot of a toxic metal in a glass 
does not necessarily mean a health 
hazard. Most of the 35 lab-tested 
glasses were safe under normal 
conditions — their decorations shed 
very low or no detectable amounts 
of lead or cadmium. 

Still, the concern is low levels 
of exposure over weeks or months, 
whether kids also are eating a sand- 
wich or licking their fingers, (ap)

Afghans’ War Weariness 


Taliban Vow to Force NATO Out Before ’14 

The Taliban on Sunday vowed to force the U.S.-led coalition to abandon Af- 
ghanistan before a 2014 date set by the alliance for handing over security re- 
sponsibility to its allied Afghan forces. Taliban spokesman Zabihullah Mujahid 
said in message e-mailed to the media that NATO will be unable to establish 
a stable government in Afghanistan by that date. He did not mention an offer 
from President Hamid Karzai for peace talks and eventual reconciliation — an 
offer rejected by the hard-line Taliban leadership, (ap) 


Foreigner fatigue is 
evident as U.S. forces 
set to stay until 2014 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

U.S. and NATO forces will stay in 
Afghanistan for at least another 
four years, yet there are growing 
signs that the West has worn out 
its welcome. 

With the war in its 10th year, 
foreigner fatigue is becoming 
more apparent among Afghans 
as the U.S. and its international 
partners try to shore up support 
among their own populations for 
continuing the fight. President 
Obama and other Western lead- 
ers approved plans during a week- 
end summit in Lisbon, Portugal, 
for Afghans to move into the lead 
role in fighting the Taliban and its 
allies by the end of 2014. 

The reasons for Afghan patience 
running out are numerous. Prog- 


ress against insurgents is only 
mixed at best. Tactics like night 
raids on homes to capture militants 
fuel resentment in a society with 
a centuries-long tradition of resis- 
tance to foreign domination. In a 
sign of the ill will, Afghans often 
blame coalition troops for killing 
civilians even though the Taliban 
and militants kill more. 

Moreover, the Western footprint 
has grown. The buildup of 30,000 
U.S. reinforcements this year made 
the foreign presence even more 
overt but underscored Afghan 
feeling that all the troops and bil- 


lions in aid haven’t substantially 
improved their daily lives. 

“I don’t think NATO has done 
much good,” said Siyal Khan Fara- 
hi, a 39 -year-old contractor in Kan- 
dahar in the south, where the Tal- 
iban insurgency was born. “They 
are spending millions of dollars 
over here, but I don’t see many 
signs of prosperity or anything 
that can change the people’s stan- 
dard of life. 

“America calls itself a super- 
power, but they can’t control these 
insurgents, so they should leave this

Pope’s condom remarks may be a pivotal moment for AIDS fight and the church 



Vatican City 

Vatican officials insist it’s nothing “rev- 
olutionary ” but to many other people, 
Pope Benedict XVI’s recent comments 
regarding condom use mark an impor- 
tant moment in the battle against AIDS 
and an effort by the pontiff to burnish 
his image and legacy. 

Just a year after he said condoms 
could be making the AIDS crisis worse, 
Benedict said that for some people, 
such as male prostitutes, using them 
could represent a first step in assuming 
moral responsibility “in the intention 
of reducing the risk of infection.” 

The Vatican’s ban on contraception 
remains, but Alberto Melloni, an Italian 
church historian, said Benedict “opened 
without a doubt a crack that cannot 
help but have consequences.” 

The pope chose to make his state- 
ment not in an official document but 
in an interview with a German jour- 
nalist, Peter Seewald, that is coming 
out this week in the book “Light of 
the World: The Pope, the Church and 
the Signs of the Times.” L’Osservatore 
Romano, the Vatican newspaper, pub- 
lished excerpts Saturday. 

The pope says in his own writings 
that he takes personal responsibility 
for the remarks, meaning they are not 
official church teaching. 

A number of top churchmen, includ- 
ing the Italian Cardinal Carlo Maria 
Martini, one of Benedict’s rivals dur- 
ing his 2005 election as pope, have 
been calling for a humanitarian ges- 
ture on the issue of condoms. Oth- 
ers, including prelates in Africa, have 
said condom use is worth consider- 
ing when one partner in a marriage 
is HIV positive. 

Benedict did not address such 
cases in his interview, and he reaf- 
firmed church teaching against artifi- 
cial contraception. But he said, “There 
may be a basis in the case of some 
individuals, as perhaps when a male 
prostitute uses a condom, where this 
can be a first step in the direction of

a moralization, a first assumption of 
responsibility.” 

When asked whether that meant 
that the church wasn’t opposed in prin- 
ciple to condoms, the pope replied: The 
church “of course does not regard it as a 
real or moral solution, but in this or that 
case, there can be nonetheless in the 
intention of reducing the risk of infec- 
tion, a first step in a movement toward 
a different way, a more human way, of 
living sexuality,” according to an Eng- 
lish translation of the book obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

The Holy See’s chief spokesman, the 
Rev. Federico Lombardi, issued a state- 
ment stressing that the pope’s comment 
neither “reforms or changes” church 
teaching. “The reasoning of the pope 
cannot certainly be defined as a revo- 
lutionary turn,” he said. 

Many Catholics, however, saw the 


remarks as a signal that the Vatican 
is softening its stance on condom use 
in general. 

“It was well said. I believe you 
have to try to protect yourself against 
AIDS,” 50-year-old Andrew Oyoma 
said after attending Sunday Mass at 
St. Eugenia Catholic Church in Stock- 
holm. 

In Zimbabwe, where roughly 
15 percent of adults have HIV, a Cath- 
olic priest said he would spread the 
news. 

“I’ve got brothers and sisters and 
friends who are suffering from HIV 
because they were not practicing safe 
sex,” said the Rev. Peter Makome, who 
works in the capital, Harare’s, South- 
erton Parish. “Now the message has 
come out that they can go ahead and do 
safe sex; it’s much better for everyone.”

The Bus Option 

If you want to know what D.C. would look like after 
an apocalypse, I recommend walking around town 
this Thursday. Every year, it seems all of Wash- 
ington clears out to celebrate Thanksgiving else- 
where. And although some people travel by plane, 
train and automobile, I'd guess a whole lot of city 
folks are planning on catching a ride on a bus. 


Over the past decade, us urban- 
ites have learned to love the motor 
coach — first the Chinatown lines, 
and now the slew of companies 
that lure travelers with low fares 
and amenities such as onboard 
Wi-Fi. They started by offering ser- 
vice from downtown D.C. to mid- 
town New York, but overwhelm- 
ing demand has pushed them to 


go beyond that. 

Last month marked the launch 
of the Know It Express, which fol- 
lows a U-Street-to-Brooklyn-route 
and offers free bike transport and 
a laptop for riders to share. Start- 
ing Tuesday, DC2NY will ferry 
passengers to New York from the 
Vienna and Franconia/Spring- 
field Metro stops. Not interested 


in the Big Apple at all? MegaBus 
just announced that it’s making 
Washington a hub, and will soon 
offer trips (for as little as $1) to 11 
cities, including Knoxville, Toron- 
to and Charlotte. 

So what com- 
pletely baffles me 
is that it seems a 
lot of these people 
— who must feel 
comfortable spend- 
ing upwards of four 
hours on a bus — get 
weirded out by the 
idea of hopping on a 
city bus for even a few minutes. 

Although WMATA buses don’t 
show movies, they do a remark- 
able job moving people around 
a city with too many people for 
too few roads. Especially in areas 
without adequate rail access, bus 
routes are critical for anyone try- 
ing to get a job, an education or a 
bag of groceries. 

But, admittedly, they’re rare- 
ly “Fast & On Time,” the title of a 
recent discussion on the future of 
D.C. buses hosted by the Coalition 
for Smarter Growth. That’s because 
improvements such as dedicated 
bus lanes and traffic signal prior- 
ity require more people with loud- 
er voices to get on board, explained 
WMATA Bus Planning Director Jim 
Hamre, who admitted to being a 
bit jealous of how well cyclists have 
banded together to ensure safer 
riding in the city. 

With a similar movement among 
bus riders, we could demand the 
changes that would make bus travel 
speedier and saner — and maybe as 
popular a way to get around town 
as a way to get out of it.

Smooth and steady, five years run- 
ning, Jimmie Johnson kept his 
NASCAR reign rolling. 

Johnson stretched his record 
run of championships to a five- 
straight by making the fewest mis- 
takes in Sunday’s season finale.
